SCIENTIFIC WAR 'ON 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


If health hoards in this country do not succeed in fighting tuberculosis 


.successfully it is not for want of helpful siisrg-eslious from high authorities. 


At Hie Inlernational Tuberculosis Conference at Philadelphia Samuel 


(j. Uixoii, M. D., L. L. D., gave a very enlightened 
and 
instructive 
dis- j 


cuss-ion upon the legal rights of individual:?, property owners and health 


departments. He quoted court decisions covering all 
ilics-o 
points 
am! 


emphasizing the fact that not only individuals but corporations are obliged 


lo comply with regulations laid down for the promotion of Ihc public health. 


Dr. Dixon would not favor arbitrary or extreme measures, however, 


believing that cordial cooperation for the common good will attain the liest, 
results. Strange as it imiy appear, Dr. Uixoii asserts that Ihe regulations 
for the suppression of tuberculosis are more difficult of enforcement than 
those against such contagious diseases as smallpox, 
scarlel 
fever 
and 


diphtheria. 


This is due lo a lack of knowledge as lo the real danger. Or. Ui.xm 


believes the lime will eomc when cases of tuberculosis will lie quarantinei 
same as cases of Ihe other diseases mentioned. While the patient is able tt 
move about, those around him feel that there is no great danger. 
That 


feeling may be overcome by education 
as 
tt, 
ho\v 
the 
disease 


communicated. 


In conclusion he emmuTiiled Ihc regulations t h a t should be enforced m 


order to stop Ihe spread of Ihe disease. Many of the rules be presents are 
already in force in different cities, and they should all be put in operation ir 
every factory city. They are as follows:— 


Notification liy Ihc medical attendants to ihe hcnllli 
authori- 


ties of all persons suffering from the disease. 


Permits for burial, with certificate staling (he cause of death. 
Permits allowing transportation companies to carry the 
body 


of one dying of tuberculosis. 


A clean hill of health from a health

If health bc/ards in this country do not succeed in fighting- tuberculosis 


successfully it is not for want of helpful suggestions from high authorities. 


At the International Tuberculosis Conference at Philadelphia Samuel 


G. Di.\un, 31. D., L. L. D., gave a very enlightened 
ant] instructive dis- 


cussion upon Ihe legal rights of individuals, property owners and health 
departments. 
He quoted court decisions covering all 
these 
points 
iiml 


emphasizing the fact thai, not only individuals but, corporations arc obliged 
lo comply with regulations laid down for the promotion of the public health. 


Dr. Dixon would not favor arbitrary or extreme measures, however, 


believing- that cordial cooperation for the common good will attain (he best 
results. 
Strange as it may appear, Dr. Dixon asserts (hat the regulations 


for the suppression of luberculosis are more difficult of enforcement, limn 
those against such contagious diseases as smallpox, 
scnrle! 
fever 
and 
j 


diphtheria. 


This is due to a lack ol! knowledge a* to the real danger. Dr. Dixoa 


believes the time will come when cases of tuberculosis will ho quarantined 
same as cases of the other diseases mentioned. 
While the patient is able to 


move about, those around him fc'1 that there is no great danger.

In conclusion he enumerated the regulations that should be enforced in

SCIENTIFIC 
WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


If health boards in this country do not succeed in fighting tuberculosis 


successfully it is not for want of helpful suggestions; from high authorities. 


At the International Tuberculosis Conference at Philadelphia Samuel 


ti. Dixon, AI. D., L. L. D., gave a very enlightened 
iiml 
inslruclive dis- 


cussion upon the legal rights; of individuals, properly owners and health 
departments. 
He quoted court decisions covering all 
thc.su 
points 
nnd 


emphasizing (he fuel, that nol: only individuals but corporations are obliged 
to. comply with regulations laid down for the promotion of the public health. 


Dr. Dixon would not favor arbitrary or extreme measures, however, 


believing (hat cordial cooperation for the common good will allain the best 
results. Strange as it may appear, Dr. Dixon asserts thai, the regulations 
i'or the suppression of tuberculosis arc more difficult uf enforcement, thiui 
those against such contagious diseases as smallpox, 
scarlet 
fever 
and 


diphtheria. 


This is due to a lack of knowledge as to the real danger. Dr. Dixon 


believes the lime will come when cases of tuberculosis will be quarantined 
same as cases of .the other diseases, mentioned. While the patient is able In 
move about, those around him feel that there is no great danger. 
That 


feeling may be overcome by education 
as 
to 
how the 
disease 
is 


communicated. 


In conclusion he enumerated the regulations that should be enforced in 


order to stop the spread of the disease. Jlany of the rules he presents are 
already in force in different cities, and they should all be put in operation in 
every factory city. They arc as follows:— 


Notification by Uie medical attendants to tho health authori- 


ties of all Dersons suffering from the disease. 


Permits for burial, with certificate statins' the cause of death.
